The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1-7, wherein a zoom lens comprises a first lens unit having positive power and a second 
lens unit having negative power and a magnifying varying function; wherein the first lens unit 
includes, in order from the object side, a first negative lens element whose first surface at the 
extreme object side is concave toward the object side, and a second negative lens element, and 
at least one positive lens element which is closer to an image plane side than the second negative 
lens element, and satisfies an following condition: 

where fn denotes the composite focal length of the first negative lens element and the second 
negative lens element, and fl denotes the focal length of the first lens unit, as claimed.
